Washington's 
Birthdays Not 
Always Fun

WASHINGTON CROSSING, Pa. 


(AP)—George Washington seldom 
iad a happy birthday. 


When the 
anniversary 
uplled 


around he was more often than 
not plagued by sickness, lack of 
cash, 
crop 
failures, 
spiteful 


tongues, 
sunshine patriots 
and 


politicians handy with the har- 
poon. 


Posterity seems bent on making 


up, in its own fashion, for what 
the father of his country missed. 
With parties, parades and shop- 
ping sprees as diversified high- 
lights, the Feb. 22 anniversary 
seems headed for eventual status 
as a full national holiday. 


But it was certainly nothing 


like a holiday, or even a decent 
birthday, 
for 
Washington 
200 


years ago today. He was 29, then, 
living at Mount Vernon, deep in 
problems. 


Research at this center of Wash- 


ington lore on the Delaware River 
shows Washington at that time 
was suffering from fevers and in 
severe pain from something re- 
sembling an acute attack of flu. 
His tobacco crop was poor. His 
plantation was running down gen- 
erally, largely because he had 
been away from home so much. 


It was also a time of political 


crisis for Washington. He was run- 
ning for re-election to the Virginia 
House of Burgesses from Freder- 
ick County. His opponent was an 
old comrade-in-arms, Adam Ste- 
phen, from the French and Indian 
war. 


Stephen conducted a whooping, 


whirling campaign. Hampered by 
illness, Washington was like a 
guttering candle competing with 
a fireworks display. Washington 
won the election, but seemed in 
no mod to celebrate. 


Down through the years, Wash- 


ington wrote often of money wor- 
ries; of going into debt and of 
being unable to collect money duo 
him; of selling land and goods at 
losses; of having to turn down 
friends' appeals for loans. 


As early as 1782—he died in 


1799 at the age of 67—he said "I 
pant for retirement" so that he 
might end his days in quiet. Be- 
fore that came to pass, however, 
he was called upon to serve eight 
driving years as president.

Davis, who was 


brought up- in 
Mississippi, 


was primarily a military man. 
A West Point graduate, Davis 
initially served in the Army 
for seven years until a nerv- 
ous condition forced his re- 
tirement in 1831. He later 
returned to military service 
and. became somewhat of a 
national hero when his First 
Mississippi Infantry saved the 
day at Buena Vista in the 
Mexican War in 1847. As a 
statesman, Davis first repre- 
sented Mississippi as a con- 
gressman in 1845, then as a 
senator in 1847, and later be- 
came secretary of war under 
Franklin Pierce. He re-en- 
tered the Senate in 1857 
where he stayed until Jan. 21, 
1861, when he resigned to 
take a role in the Confed- 
erate States of America. Hop- 
ing- for- a military career in 
case of-war, Davis, to his sur- 
prise and regret, was unani- 
mously chosen provisional 
president of the Confederate 
States on Feb. .9, 1861. 


Jefferson Davis, on hjs inauguration as president 
Confederate States of America in the state capitol at Mq 
gomery, Ala., on Feb. 18,' 1861, said it was "wanton ag 
sion on the part of others that justified the action 
Southern people.: We have vainly endeavoured to 
tranquillity and obtain respect for the rights to which 
are entitled. As a necessity, not a choice, we resorted! 
the remedy of separation." Davis formed this concept ol 
after the November, I860, election was won by the Repl 
lican party, which was opposed to extension of slavery 
the Territories, and upon consideration of the unc 
promising attitude of Republican senators and the un 
ingness of President Buchanan to concede the right 
state to leave the Union peaceably. Until then, he 
sought compromise_solutipns.
